EDUCATION IN CHINA. 


110W THE STUDENT RISES FROM GRADE TO 
GRADE. 


(Written for the Chine Mail.) 


We have now to deacri ed the proceas by 
which the nierg able and swbitious of the 
village acholars succeed in reaching, albeit 
with tho greatost difficulty, the very lowest 
round of the long and tuilsome ladder which 
they have undertaken to climb, that is to 
soy, the process by which the villuge 
student hacomes a Bain Ts'ai, 


The pupil in aChineas Hizh School, hav- 
iny conmitted to memory the most value 
ablo part of the literatura of hia native 


; land, and having been to a greater or loss 


degrea instructed in the orthodox explnna- 
tion of the same, ia taught the mystery of 
tones and rhymes, the art of constructing 
povtry, Weaving antithetical couplota, and 
the compusition of essays, Measured by 
Chinese standards, the construction of 
a perfect essay is one of the noblest 
achievements of which the hawan anind 
is capable. The man who knowa all 
that has boon presorved of the wisdom of 
the ancienis, and who can ‘at a mo- 
ments notico dash off ossays of a symmo- 
trical cunstraction, lofty in sentiment, 
clovated in style, and displaying a wide 
acquaintance not only with the theme, but 
also with cognate subjects, sneh a man is 
Gt nut only to stand before kinga, but be- 
fore the very Son of Heaven himself. 

A high official called u provincial Liter- 
ary Chancellor, (Hsiao Yuan) is despatched 
from Peking to the provinces, tn hold potio- 
dical examinations, once in three or twice 


in five yeara. Upon the occasion of an Em- 


| peror’s asconding the throne, his marriage, 


tho birth of an heir, &c., there aro extra 
examinations, bestowed as x favor (en h'o), 
When the the village scholarisnblotoproduce 
an essay, and to writo a poem that will pass 
; the scrutiny of this formidable Literary 
Chancellor, ho may hupe tu become a Hein 
Ts'ai, In order to fit him for this ordeal, 
which is regarded by outsiders with 
awe, and is anticipated by the young candi- 
date himself with mingled hope and terror, 
it is necessary that he should run the gaun- 
tlet of a long pories uf preliminary test ex- 
aminations. Somo months beforo tho visit 
of the Chancellor is to take place, of which 
notice is communicated to the Governor of 
the provines, and from him to the Distriet 
Magistrates, preparations are made by the 
lnttcr officer for the firat examination, which 
is held before him, and in the District city, 
It is part of tho duty of some of the nume- 
tous staff of this official, to disseminate 
the notice of euch an impending ex- 
amivation. Iu any Weatern country, this 
‘would bo accomplishad by the in- 
sertiun of a brief advertisement * in 
the official newspaper of the district, or 
eonnty.. In China, where there aré no news- 
papers, the message must be orally deliver- 
ed. The high-schouls in which pupils are 
trained with special referenco to euch ex- 
aminutions, are visited, and the day of the 
examination notified. Literary graduates 
within the district, who must be examined 
with reference to passing u higher grado, 
are ulsv informed of the date. A small 
sum, tho equivalent of fifteen or twenty 
cunts, is expected by the yamen mussengera 
as a solace for the ‘ bitterness’ which they 
have suffered in distributing tho notices. 
Notwithstanding this clumsy method of 
circulating the nqjifications, it is rare that 
any ona concerned fails to receive the 
message. Those whe intend to be examin- 
ed, make their way to the city, a day or two 
in udvance of the time fixed, that they may 
tent quarters for the half mouth which 
they will be obliged tu spend there. If 
the student chance to have friends in 
the city, he may avoid the expense of 
renting a place, and if his home should be 
near the city, he may be able to return 
thither at intervals, and thus lessen the 
expenditure, for all theae trifles are im- 
portant to the poor echulat,. who has 
abundant need of money. As many scholars 
combine to rent one room or one house, the 
cvet to ench is not great, porhaps the 
equivalent of one or two dollars. Each 
candidate oust furnish himself with provi- 
sions for half a month. In some district 
cities there are special examination build- 
ings, capable by crowding, of seatiug six or 
eight hundred persons. In other: cities, 
where these buildings haye either never 
been built, or have been allowed to go'tu 
ruin, the examination is conducted: in the 
Confucian temple, or at the yamen of the 


examination, two themes are given out at 
daylight, by which timeevery candidatemust 
be inthe place asigned him, and from there 
he must nut stir. The themes are each takon 
from the ‘Four Books,’ aud the essay is not 
expected to exceed 600 characters. By 
niuv or ten o’clook, the stamp of the exam. 
iner is affixed to the last character written 
in the essay, preventing further additions 
if it should not be finished, and the ensays 
are gathered up, About ‘elevon ofclooky 
the third theme is giveu oyt,’ Phie‘is an 
exercise in poetry, the subject of which may 
be taken from the Book of Odes, ‘or from’ 
sonte standard poet. The poem isto be 
composed of not more than sixty oharaoters, 
five in cach line. A rapid writer. and com- 
poser, niny be able to hand in his paper by 
three or four in the afternoon, sud. many’ 
others will require couch longer. ‘Tho Limit 
of time may be fixed at midnight, or pos: 
aibly at daylight {he nextmorning, The 
‘physical condition of # echolar who has-been 


critic as ideal, can be but faintly imagined 
by the Occidental reador. .

THE COPPER SYNDICATE. 


Writing with regard to the Copper Syn- 
dicate a few days before news was received 
of its collapse, the Hioyo News saya :—The. 
future of the French Copper Syndicate <is 
of considerable importance to this country 
(Japan), for local producers of the metal 
have so far greatly benefited by the higher 
prices they obtain owing ta the eperations 
of the powerful combination managed by 
M. Seormtan, If tho Syndicate is forced to 
collapse, a8 80 many anticipate, the fall in 
tho valuo of copper must undoubtedly be 
fraught with ruin to numbers of those who 
count upon the present inflated rates cou- 
tinuing, Unfortunately the failure of the 
Syndicateia by uo means-beyond the bounds 
of probability ; in fact, several authorities 
assort that the ‘combination has about 
reached the end nf ita resources, and cannot 
hope to much longer suppurt the existing 
artificial value of copper, In support of 
this opinion a leading London newspaper, 
when reviewing the statistics of the copper 
trade fur last year, puiuted out that the in- 
crease in the viaibla atooks of the. metal 
held in England and France haa bsen_ 6,199 
tons during December, ant the gross total 
is now 104,105 tons, as compared with 
42,301 tons o yoar ogo, But theso 
figures take no account vither of the 
accumulations at the mines or of the atucks 
in the United States, all of which the 
copper ring imust control to. prevent an 
iinmediate collapse of their undertaking, 
‘A far, from reckless estimate,’ it 
says, ‘ would put.these concealed supplies of 
the metal at 50,000 tons. It is, therefore, 
not unreasonable to put the tots! holding of 
the Syndicate at 160,000 tons, which, at an 
average net price of 601 per ton, represents 
a lock-up of 9 000,0002. of money, Tha real 
lock-op, however, is probably grpater than 
that, because the average price paid is 
higher, and becauge the game persons who 
cunduct the copper epooulation are also 
deeply ongaged in mino shares.. The Rio 
Tinto gamble must by itself requira more 
than a million to keep it going, .and 
if Tharsis, Masou and Barry, Namagaa, 
and other similar. mines are taken 
into account, it ia probable that the share 
runnipalation and the capper hoarding 
together take 12,000,00.2 of money, This 
money must have'in recent months cost
